Marquette, Mich.—Legal action by 
the gtate of Michigan to recover from 
G. G. Shuuer & Sons, of Valparaiso, 
Indiana, the Marquette Box & Lumber 
company, and others, alleged illegal 
profits acquired through the use of 
convict labor in violation of the con- 
tract labor law. will be recc.nmended 
to the attorney general’s department 
by members of the legislative commit- 
tes who left here Monday night for 
Lansing, afler completing an investi- 
gation of the affairs of the Marquette 
branch prison. 

Although the exact amount of prof- 
its made by each company will not be 
known until completion of the audit: 
of the prison’s books, which already ! 
has revealed an alleged defalcation by 
Alfred West. bookkeeper, it was 
shown Monday that the Marquette; 
Box & Lumber company made a net’ 
profit of approximately $160,000 in 
four years from 1916 to 1920. 

Joseph Cone, secretary-treasurer 
and local manager of the Box & Lum-* 
ber Ca., subpoenaed hy the committee‘ 
to bring the firm's books showing the 
amount of business done, produced in- 
come tax return work sheets, showing | 
the profits made by the company. 

In 1917, a profit of $5,204.68 was 
made; in 1918 $13,015; in 1919, $17, 
125.15 and in 1920, $9,160.60, a total 
for the four years of $44,362.26. 

Twelve per cent dividends are paid 
by the firm on $84,000 of common 
stock, he sald, while 7 per cent is paid 
on $10,000 of preferred stock. Dr.! 
Thornton, Cone said, owned all the 
preferred stock, having held at times 
as high as $23,000 worth. Much of 
this has been redeemed within the 
past two years. however.

Hive tp Sze-chuan never know famine, 
while other parts of China are some- 
times decimnted through death by hup- 
ger in this, the garden of Asia. Is 
produced nearly every vegetable and 
grain we know, hesides some we do 
pot know. The climate is so advan- 
tageous to agriculture and the soil is 
so rich that fine foods are easily 
raised. The abundant rainfall, with 
climatic and other conditions, provides 
the water necessary for irrigation at 
certain seasons, for certain purposes. 

For instance, so plentiful are or- 
anges—and they are second in quatity 
to none—that a thousand oranges may 
be bought for half a dollar. However, 
we must remember. that 50 cents tn 
China, especially in Sze-chuan, has a 
purchasing power of many dollars fp 
that densely crowded fand.,

“LARGE GROWTH IN DAIRYING 


Dalry Division Directe Efforts Toward 
Increased Use of Milk and 
Dairy Products. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


In the Southern states the work con- 
ducted by the -dalry division, United 
States Department of Agriculture, to 
promote dairying and the copsiumnaprion 
of dalry products has shown muaekedd 
results. The efforts lust sear were di- 
rected Jargely foward licreasing the 
use Of milk and dairv products on the 


Purebred Cow Found on Louisiana 
, Plantation. 


farm through campaigns for cows on 
every farm, and itproving farin datry 
products by practicul demonstrations 
in schools and in farm kitchens. In 
Lousiana 274 cottage-cheese demon- 
strations, 207 butter-making demon- 
strations, and 236 demonstrations on 
milk products were omfade, and 26 
meetings were held. As a result, 2.608 
fuinilies were reported ss using more 
milk. 178 cows were brought in where 
there were none hefore, 44 hoys and 
girls’ clubs were organized, and much 
improved dairy apparatus was pur 
chased. 

In South Carolina the activities re- 
sulted in the increased use of milk in 
1,384 familles and in the purchase of 
73 family cows, Sixty demonstrations 
were given in butter making and 88 in 
making other dairy products. The 
work in Mississippi resulted in placing 
822 family cows jin 11 counties and In 
the purchase of 2140 pieces of  fm- 
proved dairy equipment. Dairy clubs 
were orgunized in 11 counties, 49 meet- 
ings were held, and 76 demonstrations 
were given.’

FIND CURIOUS 
"RACE IN MEXICO 


Tribe Numbering 20,000 Is Said 
tc Be Descended From 
the Germans. 


OPPOSITE TRUE, SAY NATIVES 


They Tell Berlin Ethnologist That the 
Germans Are ODescended From 
Them—Worship Old Gods and 
Offer Up Sacrifices. 
Monterey, Mex.—It is a fact not 
generally known even to many eth- 
nologists that there is a tribe or na- 
tion vf nbout 20,000 people in Mexico 
who are said to be descendants of the 
Germans. According to the legends 
of these aborigines, however, the Ger- 
mans are descendants of the Misecs, 
whieh ig the name of the tribe. They 
inhabit several districts of the Isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec. An investiga- 
tion of the Misecs was made some 
years ago by Dr. Willlam Bauer, a no- 
ted ethnologist of Berlin, He lived 
for several years among the different 
Indian tribes of Mexico and studied 

their history, habits and customs, ° 

“The Misees are rather low in stat- 
ure, and besides this they are some- 
what deformed,” said. Doctor Bauer 
on the oceasion of his recent visit to 
Monterey. “The hips are broad, the 
faces fint and their movements are 
very awkward. Their hair is black, 
falling over their shoulders, The men 
wear their halr as did the Spanish 
priests, with shaven crown and as 
long as possible on the sides. They 
are conservative in their customs, 
manners of living. and, above all, their 
language. This is still extraordinbrily 
pure. although very hard to learn and 
disugreeable to hear. 

“Some of these people are | falr- 
haired and have a light skin. For this 
reasan they were sald to be the de- 
scendiunts of the Germans, In nearly 
every Mexican history is found this 
tale, but when IT asked them of their 
origin, they said that they were abo- 
rigines of this country, Several of 
the more intelligent said that, on the 
contrary, the Germans were descend- 
ants of the Misecs, 

Worship Their Oid Gods, 

“Like all other tribes they are very 
superstitious. They still worship their 
old gods und offer them up toe this day 
sacrifices in the fields, on the hills and 
on the rivers. T visited several places 
where I found the remains of sacrf- 
tices, such as fow!s, suudl dogs, bread, 
chocolate, eggs and fruit, Certain vil- 
lages have their idols hidden in places 
known only to the, oldest men ef the 
tribe, : 

“But the most interesting of the 
tribes in Mexico are the Zapotecas, 
who are at present situated in nearly 
the whole south of the country and 


especially in the State of Ouxaca, 
They number about ohne peante. 
These people ave strong. of large pro- 
‘portions physically. ere very liand- 


some, generally good Inborers, and ite 
telllgent. They ve in small straw 
huts, each having one room. 

“If any nation of Indluns in Mexico 
has a social and political future it 
will be the natlan of Zapotecas. Be- 
nito Juarez, the famous Mexican re- 
former, was a Zapotecan and was born 
in Zuelotao, neur Tatlan, in the moun- 
tains of Oaxaca. 

“The question of the Mazatecas tribe 
is one of the most Interesting and dif- 
ficult problems. I find that, for in- 
stance, When questioned, they say that 
In olden times they came from the 
North, but they were unable to tet! 
from what part of the great North they 
They have legends 
which are to the effect that they 
passed over the Colorado river and 
when they came to Mexico City they 
settled first in the state of Vera Cruz, 
where they had repeated battles with 
the Aztecs, the founders of Mexico 
City. In these battles the Mazatecas 
were driven over toward the eastern 
const in the state of Vera Cruz. This 
country har been hefid by the once 
powerful nation until this day. 

They Are Wary of Strangers, 

“It Is difficult for a stranger to trav- 
ef through their country owing to their 
extremely superstitious and suspicious 
ideas. They worship idols, but these 
they keep buried, and new ones are 
This nation In par- 
ticular has one old custom In connec- 
tion with {ts jdols. The shell of an 
egg is taken and, being broken into 
seven pieces, it Is wrapped in seven 
Pieces of cotton cloth. Along with 
this are seven pieces of bark, red and 
blue feathers, and seven grains of 
corn. These charms, bound together, 
are placed one at each corner of ev- 
ery person's tract of land. This will 


‘assure a bpuntiful harvest and will 


also secure the Indians from {njpry 
from personal enemies. : 
"There are seven gods worshiped, 
and the eagte, tiger, crocodile, parrnt, 
and serpent are among them, The 
live animals are worshiped, and the 


, mages made are buried, as the peo- 


ple of the tribe are ashamed to have 


‘ strangers know of this form of’ wor 


ship. I was shown @ number of the 
altars upon which sacrifices to the 
seven gods were offered. Hivery village 
has the seven gods, but each village 
has In addition one as a special god, 
the 
church there is a trained serpent and 
this {s the chtef god of the village. 
The people who constitute the nation 
have a reverence for the serpent, 


‘ which is not shown toward any of the 


other gods.” 4

FOURTH-CLA8S POSTMASTER 
EXAMINATION. 


The United States Civil Service 
Commission has announced an exam- 
ination to be held at Grayling, Mich. 
on April 9, 1921 as a result of which 
it is expected to make certification 
to fill a contemplated vacancy in the 
position of fourth-class postmaster 
at Frederic, Mich., and other vacan- 
cies as they may occur at that office, 
unless it shail be decided in the in- 
terests of the service to fill any va- 
cancy by reinstatement. The com- 
pensation of the postmaster at this 
office was $675 for the last fiscal year. 

Applicants must have reached their 
twenty-first birthday on the date of 
the examination, with the exception 
that in a State where qwamnetl are de- 
clared by statute to be at full age 
for all purposes at eighteen years, 
women eighteen years of age on the 
date of the examination will be ad- 
mitted.
